With Lo- 
well Moffitt winning the Reserve 
champion with his ten ears of 
yellow dent corn, it stands out-as 
a most worthwhile achievement.

Rigid Economy Is Also Neces-

Tells Congress. 


Washington, Dec. 2 (A.P.)— 


President Hoover set unemploy- 
ment and drought relief at the 
LOP of the program for the short 
session recommended today in 
his message to Congress. 


To accelerate all Federal con- 


struction in the next six months, 
tie requested an emergency ap- 
propriation up to $150,000,000. 
The amount for seed and feed 
loans to farmers- was left for 
Congressional determination. 


Estimating this year's deficit" 


would reach $180,000,000, he said, 
•I can not emphasize too strong- 
;y the absolute necessity to defer 
any other plans for increase of 
government expenditures." 


A surplus pf only $30,000,000 is 


in sight for 1932,-the President 
warned, even with discontinu- 
ance of the one per cent tax re- 
duction of 1929 Incomes. "Rigid 
economy" was declared neces- 
sary '-to avoid increase in taxes." 


In addition to the relief enact- 


ments, he advocated early com- 
pletion of the following legisla- 
;ion: Muscle Shoals, motor bus 
regulation, relief of court con- 
gestion, border patrol reorgani- 
zation to prevent smuggling, and 
law enforcement in the National 
Capital.

and $35 a week. Strange as it 
may seem,'he went on to say, 
men do buy securities in this 
fashion, largely because of the 
investment house behind them. 


If people used the same care 


in buying securities as in caring 
for their physical well being, 
there would be less loss in ten 
years* than there is now in six or 
eight months, Mr. Pfaff declared. 


He stated that the law in In- 


diana is lax, -which made it.even, 
more imparative for buyers to be 
careful in making investments. 
He asserted that there are more 
loses from bond houses outside 
Indiana than there are in the 
state. 


-If you question the security 


salesman as you do your doctor," 
the speaker said, "you will soon 
find out whether he knows what 
he is talking about. There are 
more customers lost through 
selling the wrong kind of securi- 
ties than in any other manner." 


Mr. Pfaff urged the security 


buyer to be perfectly candid 
with his salesman, because only 
by this means can he get the 
best service.

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WINTER VENTILATION 


-Do not live in a poorly ventilated house these 


winter months," is the warning issued by a me- 
dical society. 


You are not afraid of fresh air when you are 


out of doors. You should be even less afraid of 
fresh air in your room where there is the same 
need for it, continues the bulletin. 


People who live in poorly ventiltaed quarters 


for a long period of time become pale and thin, 
according to the bulletin. Their resistance to 
disease is lowered and they are in danger of con- 
tracting colds, pneumonia, tuberculosis and oth- 
er preventable diseases. 


Natural ventilation is described as that which 


takes place through openings such as doors, win- 
dows and cracks in bindings. Natural ventila- 
tion also takes place to some extent through the 
materials of which a building is constructed. This 
form of ventilation depends upon changes in 
temperature. 


Cold ah- entering a room falls to the floor. As 


this cold air becomes warm it expands and either 
rises to the ceiling or goes through the fire place 
or through stoves where it helps in the combus- 
tion of fuel. By this means a constant circula- 
tion of air is maintained. 


You can assist this process of ventilation in 


various ways, principally by raising your win- 
dows slightly for an inlet. 


The stream of air that is constantly passing 


through a well ventilated room not only reduces 
the temperature but blows away the harmful 
gases which result from the combustion of can- 
dles, coal oil, and illuminating gas. It also blows 
away dust, basteria, and foul oQors. There are 


sound reasons for the belief that diseases like 
tuberculosis, pneumonia, and colds are spread by 
contact with persons suffering with or carrying 
the germs of these diseases. These germs prob- 
ably are not borne for any great distance 
through the air. 


Remember that ventilation is of the utmost 


importance to you. If you properly ventilate your 
room you will be free from many preventable 
diseases. 


A TEACHER'S INFLUENCE 


What is more significant in the life of the child

The school as an institution exists for the pur- 


pose of making conditions favorable for children 
to receive instruction from teachers. All its re- 
sources and energy should be directed toward 
that end. Any situation or condition that does 
not tend to make the work of the class room 
teachers more effective is subversive and should 
be corrected immediately. This fact makes the 
selection of teachers the most significant duty of 
school officials. 


Do you know personally the teacher of your 


child? Does that teacher have the character and 
capacity to give your child desirable educational 
direction?

London— (A.P.)— The Labor 


Party, which fared badly at the 
recent " municipal 
elections 


throughout England, and then 
lost a parliamentary ' seat at 
Shipley to the Conservatives in 
a by-election, has opened a gen- 
eral election fund. An official ex- 
plained: 


-The Labor Party 
National 


Executive feels that hi existing 
circumstances it would be un- 
wise to negleet or delay taking 
all reasonable precaution against 
any sudden or unforeseen crisis. 
Comparative insecurity is one of 
the special handicaps that ham- 
per a minority government. 


"The next-general election will 


be the most important in the. 
history of the party. The electors 
win not only be asked for then- 
judgment on the record of the 
second Labor government, but 
also an appeal will be made to 
them to give Labor an independ- 
ent parliamentary majority in 
the new parliament so that it 
may have both freedom and au- 
thority to proceed with its poli- 
cies." 


The municipal election setback 


has disturbed Labor party lead- 
ers. Polling took place in more 
than 300 cities and boroughs in 
England and Wales and the La- 
bor Party lost heavily, particu- 
larly in industrial cities and 
towns. 


At Liverpool, Leeds and Hull, 


for instance, the previous Labor 
majorities were turned into min- 
orities. In about 100 large Eng- 
lish and Welsh towns Labor 
gained 27 seats but lost 92, 
whereas last year's election gave 
them a net gain of 100 seats in 
the municipal councils. 


The Conservatives on the oth- 


er, hand gained 79 seats, lost ten 
this year almost reversing, last 
year's- figures, when they gained 
only 11 municipal council seats 
and lost 61.

LEFT-OVERS 


Broils as left-overs are deserv- 


ing of more attention than they 
receive. 


One of the best -ways of serv- 


ing roast beef or roast lamb a 
second time is in a broil. This 
method preserves more of the 
iaste of the original roast than 
any other method of reheating. 


Slice the roast in rather thick 


slices. A quarter of an inch is a 
good thickness. Have the broiler 
lighted and place the slices of 
meat on the wire rack under the 
flames. Watch them carefully, 
and let them just begin to sizzle. 
Then turn them and heat them 
to the sizzling point on the other 
side. Have ready a hot platter. 
Slip the broiled slices on it and 
season with salt and pepper. 
With roast .beef, spread with a 
little melted butter. If the lamb 
is a little dry you may pour over 
it a little hot mint sauce. The 
plate of roast beef may be gar- 
nished with watercress, with 
lamb use mint leaves. Parsley 
may be used as a garnish for 
either dish. 


You may prefer a more highly 


seasoned dish. In that case, 
spread a little made mustard 
over one side of the beef or lamb 
before broiling it.
